“The publication of the report of tha Educa. 
tion Commission affords a. fitting opportu. 
nity for a‘consideration of the cirenmatancea 
attending the origin and langthoned progress 
of the Commission. It has never boon the 
practice of this‘journal to assume a denomi- 
national or sectarian complexion, and any 
referenca in that direction. would at: the 
moment be avoided but for the fagt that this 
element is so closoly woven. into tha more 
reoont history of the.

The captain, ofloers, and orew of the U.S, 
corvette dehuclot arrived bere op the 21st all, 
by Mossrs, Douglas Lapraik: & Co.'s steamer 
Thales, Captain Pooosk, from Swatow. 'Mhe ill- 
fated vessel, it seomts, atruck the Mast Lamtpook 
rook ‘(neat where the Yesso wos lost) at four 
dolock on Monday morning, the 18th alt, ina 
dense fog. We are told that her bottom was coated 
with mud, and the shook did not appear ver; 
severe, but she of once commenced to fill ani 


water, In tho moantime the boats had beon got 
ont,.and the man were got into them as speedily 
as possible.. Owing, however, to the steam- 
launch being secured with iron instead of hemp, 
considerable delay was causod in potting it out, 
and before alt the men coald be got-off, the ship 
weatdown with eight AmorioaasandthreaChina- 
wen, who weredrowned. The beats roaohed the 
lighthouse, and from theace one of them went 
to Swatow, o distance of thirty-six miles, for. 
assistance, The revonne oruisor Ling Fong gave 
her services and went‘out to the rook, bringing 
baok tho remainder of the ship’s company, who 
came on to Hongkong by the e8, We sra,tald 
the fog was so dense that-it was only possible to 
see a fow yards ahead, and tho reason of the-vousol 
gotting upon the rook was that sho was osught 


and carried far ont of her rackoning; indeed-at 
the time she struck; it was thought she was at 
least eight miles distant from where she actually 
was, This ourrent was so strom: that one of tho 
bonte drifted four miles in two hours, . It was not 
nutil three o’olook in the afternoon that the boats 
fonnd the lighthonse. The Ashuclot was a donble 
ender of 786 tons, and carried six guns. Her 
complement consisted ‘of twelve officers, 123 
seamen, and 18 marines.
